••THE CRIME OF ’ 73 . •* 

II Rilal* Only In thr Minds nf Tho** Who 
l»o Not Know Kart*. 

For the benefit of the UioiimiihIs of 
Intelligent people who honeotly Itolievc 
that n crime un« committed eurreptl- 
tiounly ngnlnM hIItct in 1873, ConffreM*- 
tniui J. T. McCleurjr, of Minnesota, de- 
voted conakleitblc time, in his (ptat 
epeorh of February 12 . ton preseatatlon 
#vf ilie important facta connected with 
the pnftfuige of the colnnip' not of 1873. 
Tho facta Maud out no clearly and tell 
such a straightforward story that it 
would seem Impossible that any fair- 
minded man should, ufter rending them, 
continue to believe that there was any 
"conspiroey*' by anybody that caused 
the passage of this act. We can give, but 
n few of the more salient )M»inta from 
Mr. McClenry’s speech on this point; 

The original bill was prepared In the 
treasury department In the w inter of 
18(19-70, by John Jay Knox, then deputy 
comptroller of the currency, under tho 
direction of (Jcorgo 8 . lloutwell, then 
secretary of the treasury. The laws re- 
lating to the mint lmd not been revised 
for more than a generation, ami mueh 
confusion existed. This bill w as largely 
a codification of existing law, with such 
improvements as experience suggested. 

The first diuft of the bill wus sub- 
mitted to lcuding exjierts on coimigu 
and currency in this country, and to 
some in Europe. In this way the views 
of more than 30 men were obtained. 
Their unswers were transmitted to the 
house in Juno, 1870, os a supplementary 
re|H*rt on the bill. The consensus of 
opinion of these experts, ami of those 
who discussed the bill In congress, was 
that it was simply to recognize legally 
what hud pruetlcally existed, since the 
set of 1833, made gold the single stand- 
ard of value and made siber subsidiary 
and legal tender only for sums not ex- 
ceeding five dollars 

The bill as introduced distinctly dis- 
continued the silver dollur. One of the 
eight headings to the division In tho 
reports accompanying the bill was as 
follows: "(5) Discontinuance of the sil- 
ver dollar/* This wus printed in capi- 
tals. Tho discontinuance of the silver 
dollar was specially referred to in four 
places in this roj>ort. 

Contrary to tho suppositions and 
statements of inuny leading free silver- 
lies, tho old ctamlurd dollars of 4 12 
grains wiis never in the coinuge bill 
passed In 1873, and theroforo it could 
not, us they allege^ Ijavc been omitted 
surreptitiously. In Muy, 181)2, the silver 
dollar containing 384 gruins was in- 
troduced into the bill. Like the silver 
hulf-dollurH it did not have **fr vo coin- 
age** or full tender. This was the dol- 
lar which was afterward dropped out of 
the bill and in place of which the trade 
dollar of 420 grains, with unlimited 
coinuge, but limited teuder, was substi- 
tuted. 

From tin; contemporary records It is 
clear that the bill was before congress 
for about three years; that it wus print- 
ed 11 times separately and twice In re- 
ports of the comptroller of the curren- 
cy; that it was considered at length by 1 
the lluenee committee of the senate and j 
by the coinuge committee of the house , 
during five different sessions; that It j 
was carefully debated in both houses, I 
tho debates in the senate occupying <W I 
columns und those in the hoime occupy* 
iug 78 columns of the Congressional 
Globe, and it llnally pusoed substantial- 
ly oa it was originally introduced. 
Every feature of the bill was thorough- 
ly explained in the original report ac- 
companying the bill, and rejieatediy 
afterward in the debates on the bill it- 
•Klf. 

There doubtless were persona In l>oth 
bouses who did not pay attention to j 
cither tiie rejs»rt or the discussions, for 
at that time such subjects were re- ' 
guxdcd as of interest only to expert*, 
but it certainly cannot l»e truthfully I 
•aid that they did not huvo full oppor- 
tunlty to know all about it. 

So far um concerns the coinage of gold 
and silver, there were just two impor- 
tant provisions in tho act of 1873 — 
namely, the unlimited coinage of gold ! 
and tiie limited coinage of silver. Doth 
of these provisions have endured and 
will endure, because, as I have show n 
already, this is the. only way in whieh 
we can have the use of lsith metals as 
money at the same time. And though 
some very excellent gentlemen in eon- 
gresM in 1S7S, when the wave of “free 
•liver** threatened to overwhelm every- 
one opposed to it, may have said some 
foolish things about the act of 1873, it l« 
a significant fact that not a single re- 
publican of those quoted as say iug these 
things, unless he lives in a silver- pro- 
ducing state, has ever voted to re|s'al 
the essential provisions of the net of 
1873 above cited. Except as to the trade 
dollar (which was inserted as a special 
concession to the silver producer*), the 
act. of 1873, bused upon the experience 
of centuries, framed by men preeminent 
for ability and Integrity, discussed in 
nil its phases during the three years 
when it was In* fore congress, will he 
recorded in history as one of tiie wisest 
and best pieces of legislation ever en- 
acted by the congees* of the United 
States. It* details may I** changed, 
but Its fundamental principles will en- 
dure. 

Occasionally we hear a man ask: 
“Why didn't the newspapers say more 
about tho act at the time of it* pas- 
sage ?*' Tho answer i* plain. It was lie- 
cause of their being news|M\|V‘rH. not 
ancient histories. There wuh nothing 
new iu principle or practice in the bill. 
It was largely a wenae Intent of exist- 
ing law, properly codified. Why did 
the bill give gold unlimited coinage and 
tender? because all mint luvvs in ex- 
istence did so. Why did It restrict the 
coinage of subsidiary silver and limit 
Its tender to five dollars? Dccuuse these 
were tho provision* of tho act of Feb- 
ruary 81, 1853. Why did It omit from 
coinuge the old standard silver dollar? 
because that had been the Intent of 
the act of 1853. hi 1853 the dollar was 
entirely out of circulation, and no at- 
tempt was made to bring it back Into 
circulation. Why did It make the fold 
dollar the unit of value? Because It had 
foully Ut*n the metallic unit since 1834. . 
And thin wus the mowed intention of 
the act of W».v. 

The truth wus that in 1872 the silver 
dollar was worth for bullion 3 ' 4 cent* 
more than the gold dollur and that ml- 
vor dollars hud not beeu in circulation 
for many years. As Congressman 
lloo|* % r said on April b, 1872. w hen din- 
cisviing the silver dollar: "It does not 
circulate now lu comiuetvlul transac- 
tion* with uuy country, and the con- 
venience of these manufacturers In tills 
res|H*i*t cun better Is* met by supplying 
small Mu toped liars of the same stand 
iml, avoiding the luclc** expense of 
iviuing the dollur for that purpose."
